OUR NEW CURRENCY 
SYSTEM 


Actual operation of the nation’s 
new currency system began yes- 
* terday with the opening of 12 
federal reserve banks, and there 
is every reason to bélieve that it 
will prevent a recurrence of 
financial panies which heretofore, 
at intervals of 10 years, have 
paralyzed business and plunged 
the people into gloom. More- 
ever, the system will facilitate 
business intercourse and encour- 
age industrial expansion, - being 
wonderfully elastic and providing 
for the ready mobiliz&tion of re- 


sources. In other wards, we at 


Jast have a currency system that 
will expand or contract, accord- 
in gto the ever-changing needs of 
business. 

The present system, with its 
many units and widely scatter- 
ed reserves, was responsible for 
the panic of 1907, and for oth- 
ers prior to that date. For many 
years we have been the laughing 
stock of European financiers, who 
pointed out in derision that we 
permitted money _ stringencies 
periodically to strike the country 
absolutely without economie 
cause. Undoubtedly this criti- 
cism was fair, as all our financial 
troubles have come in years of 
great prosperity, but we are no 
Jonger open to the ridicule of 
Kuropean financiers. The reserve 
banks, by giving needed elasticity 
to recognized paper currency, 
will make it possible for any 
member bank to realize readily 
on its assets. The signal 
keenly appreciated when one 
stops to consider that panics in 
the past have not been due to al 
lack of banking credits, but rath-| 
er to the inability of solvent 
banks to get back money which 
‘they had placed with larger eor-! 
respondents, the latter institu-: 
tions being seriously affected by 
the unrestricted loans and specu!

STATE TO INSPECT IMPORT. 
ED STOCK 


Because of the prevalence of 
what is known as apthaus fever 
among cattle in the middle west- 
ern and eastern states, State Vet- 
erinarian Charles Keane will or- 
der the inspection of all eattle, 
sheep, swine and stock from oth- 
er states. It may be that he will 
again cause a quarantine on live- 
stock. This will be done through 
a proclamation signed by the 
governor. 

This disease is known as the 
“foot and mouth disease,’’ and 
has swept the country two or 
three times previously. In order 


that it shall not attack cattle of 
this state the veterinarian intends 
to cause a rigid inspection of im- 
ported stock. 

Keane has this to say in de- 
scribing the illness of cattle: 


“‘Foot and mouth disease a 


apthaus fever is an acute fibrite, 
contagious and infectious disease 
of cloven footed animals (cattle, 
hogs and sheep), and occasional- 
Ivy horses and dogs. 

‘‘Human beings, especially the 
children, are in some instances 
also susceptible and when infec- 
tion occurs in humans it is 
brought about by contact with 
or through drinking the milk of 
affected animals. The causative | 
factor is a filterable virus, or in 


other words, a micro organism s0 | 


small that it will pass through 
the meshes of a porcelain filter 
and cannot be detected even with
